Business 
community 
honors its 
top citizen 

“It is a shame,” said Doug 
Baum . 4 ‘that the people of Romu- 
lus do not know what Carl W. 
Morris has done not only for our 
community but for the entire 
State of Michigan.” 

Saturday night, the people, the 
state and Washington heard and 
applauded the accomplishments 
of the 66-year-old local business- 
man who was the recipient of the 
1981 Greater Romulus Chamber 
of Commerce’s “Business Per- 
son of the Year Award”. 

More than 250 friends and dig- 
nitaries, including Cong. Wil- 
liam Ford (D-15th) and Mayor 
William Oakley were on hand to 
laud Morris who became the 
third man in as many years to 
receive thercoveted accolades. 

“The interesting note,” Baum 
said, “is that the three finalists 
for this award had a total num- 
ber of years involved in Romulus 
— living in or having a business 
in Romulus — of 160 years. We 
had three excellent candidates 
and Carl was definitely outstand- 
ing.” Baum was last year’s re- 
cipient; Bill Simonds, owner of 
Bilmar s Supermarket, received 
the inaugural award. 

Morris is the founder and 
chairman of the Board at Huron 
Valley Oil Company which has 
several stations locally, as well 
as in Huron Township, Wayne, 
and Flat Rock. Born in Romulus, 
Carl is a fourth generation of the 
Morris family whose history 
locally date back to 1847. 

In 1939, Carl went into part- 
nership with Fred Hay, a part- 
nership that blossomed and re- 
mained intact for 41 years. Then, 
in 1971, Carl went into business 
with his sons. He founded and is 
still president of the board of the 
Huron Valley Oil Company. 

Morris was elected to the 
Romulus School Board in 1947, 
serving in various board posi- 
tions for 28 years and he is main- 
ly responsible for many of the 
changes in the community school 
district , As a novice on the board . 
he was privileged to be sent to a 
national school board convention 
in St. Louis in 1947 as, as he re-

calls, he noticed a sign on one of 
the doors. 

The sign made reference to 
federal funds for local schools. 
Out of curiosity, Morris stepped 
in and met a Mr. Oscar Row and 
that friendship resulted in Mor- 
ris spending many days in 
Washington D. C. securing funds 
for Romulus students. 

When Morris first began his 
school board career, the district 
was divided into several districts 
and he became instrumental in 
combining these districts into 
one and forming what is today 
the Romulus Community School 
District. 


In 1957, he became a member 
of the Wayne County Intermedi- 
ate School District. He is a past 
president of the group and re- 
mains on the Board of Directors. 
He is also a member of the Michi- 
gan State Teachers Tenure Com- 
mission (1961-67), appointed to 
that commission by the then 
Gov. Swainson and later reap- 
pointed by Gov. Romney. 

For the past six years he had 
been a member of the Federal 
Relations Network of the Nation- 
al School Boards Association in 
Washington D. C. and is present- 
ly the president of the Michigan 
See MORRIS.

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Teamsters 
ratify pact 

with city 

Although members of Teamsters Local 214 ratified an agree- 
ment that would provide its members a 30 cents across-the-board 
pay increase and a $300 bonus, the city and the union’s bargaining 
teams will probably meet at the negotiating table in the next two 
months. 

Head-on 
collision 
claims 
man’s life 


Teamster members unanimously 
approved the pact offered by the 
city on Friday, Feb. 19. and the 60 or 
so members of the union were ex- 
pected to receive the raises retroac- 
tive to July 1, 1981. 

However, the newly-signed 
agreement will expire in June of 
1982. The old pact expired in July of 
1981. 

City Council has not officially 
accepted the new pact, however 
they were expected to approve it 
upon recommendation of Mav^r 
William Oakley at last night s coun- 
cil meeting. 

“It is my understanding that the 
council has preratified the con- 
tract,” said James Markley, busi- 
ness agent for Teamsters Local 214. 
“Our members ratified the con- 
tract at our last general meeting.” 

Markley said he personally was 
not pleased with the new pact. 

“But it is, in my opinion, the best 
financial package we will get from 
the city , ’ ’ Markley added , 4 because 
of the financial situation the city is 
in. According to a factfinder’s re- 
port, we’re about $1 per hour behind 
what compatible salaries for simi- 
lar jobs are in surrounding area 
communities. 

“So, I’m not especially pleased 
with what our members got. I feel 
they deserved something better,” 
Markley concluded. 

The two-year deadlock in negotia- 
tions between the city and the union 
had broken down several times and 
forced a state mediator and factfin- 
der to step in. The factfinder’s re- 
port offered 25 cents across the 
board raises in the first year of the 
contract and another 25 cents in the 
second year. 

The Teamsters represent city 
clerical and Department of Public 
Works employees. 


A 27-year-old Westland man be- 
came Romulus’ fourth auto fatality 
victim of the year. 

Police said that William Allen 
Norrow, 27, was traveling north- 
bound on Wayne Rd. near Wayne- 
Corse Friday about 3:30 p.m. when 
he crossed the median and struck a 
southbound truck head-on. 

Norrow was dead on arrival at 
Wayne County General Hospital. 

Police said that the victim’s car 
left the northbound lane and cros- 
sed the median, crashing into the 
truck . The truck driver was not in- 
jured. 

The driver of the second vehicle 
told police that he saw the car head- 
ing for him but not in time to avert 
the fatal accident. 

Police said that their investiga- 
tion continues. Norrow was the 
second person to lose his life in an 
auto-related accident in the city in 
February and the fourth person to 
die this year. 


They’re MADD 

Local groups want stiff penalties for drunk driving

“My daughter was engaged to 
this fine young man,” said Bill Bur- 
ton in a calm and even voice. “And 
we were looking forward to the wed- 
ding. 

“And I remember we were vaca- 
tioning and 1 got a call that my 
daughter was involved in a serious 
accident. It was one of those calls 
that all parents fear and say to 
themselves. No, God, please. 

“Well, my daughter made it — 
she survived. That fine boy didn’t. 
He was DOA (dead on arival). Do 
you know what they did to the guy in 
the other car who was drunk and 
there was reportedly drugs in his 
vehicle? Well, they were going to let 
him off with a slap on his wrists. 

“Then we got involved,” Burton 
continued. “We got MADD. and 
that ’s M A D D and he’s paying the 
price.” 

More people like Burton are turn- 
ing to M A D D., and acronym for 


Mothers against Drunk Drivers. 
They want drunk drivers to receive 
stiff penalties and they want them 
off the roads and in the jails, 

MADD was launched in May of 
1980 when the 13-year-old daughter 
of a California couple was struck 
down and killed by a hit-and-run 
driver. The victim, Cari Lightner, 
of Fair Oaks, was walking in a bicy- 
cle lane near her home with her 
friend. The driver who killed Cari 
had been out of jail on bail for only 
two days for another hit-and-run 
drunk driving crash. He also had 
three prior drunk driving arrests. 

On Nov 25, 1980. Clarence W. 
Busch, 47, the man who killed Cari 
was sentenced to two years in pris- 
on. However, he never wtent to pris- 
on. Instead he went to a work camp 
and then a halfway house, with an 
automatic one-third time off for 
good behavior He was released 
Sept. 7, 1981. Busch was notified 
from the D M V. that he will be 
eligible to receive his drivers 
license upon release once he shows 


proof of liability. 

Busch didn't receive the max- 
imum sentence upon release be- 
cause his “alcoholism” was consi- 
dered to be a mitigating factor, out- 
weighed by the fact he killed a little 
girl. 

“My daughter’s death was not an 
accident,” Mrs. Sandy Lightner 
argued. “It was a crime. It was a 
crime that is neglected by the sys- 
tem. That is why M A D D. was 
formed. 

Mrs. Lightner, who was recently 
in the Metropolitan Detroit area to 
drum up national support for her 
cause, said that the objectives of 
M A D D are to: 

•Force effective reform of the 
drunk driving problem; 

•Be the voice of the victim; 

•Increase public awareness to 
the seriousness of the driving under 
the influence; 

•Teach communities how they 
can become involved in the fight 
against Drunk drivers; 


•Establish chapters nationwide; 

• Establish court monitoring 
programs in each community. 

“People don’t realize that you 
have a right to sit down with the 
prosecutor, before the defendant is 
charged,” Burton stressed. “You 
do have some say about it. We can’t 
let these people continue to be put 
on probation and come out and kill 
again.” 

In Romulus. Police Chief Donald 
Flood admits that driving under the 
influence of an alcoholic beverage 
is a problem in the city. 

“We made a lot of drunk driving 
arrests.” Chief Flood said, “and it 
(making the arrests) is considered 
a high priority in our department 
We just keep going after them And 
the answer is law enforcement 

Flood doesn't think, however, the 
local court is lenient toward those 
who are arrested and convicted of 
drunk driving. 

“I feel that the 34th District Court 
(in Romulus ) looks at this as a very 
serious offense. Flood said 


In the meantime, the state legis- 
lators have been put on notice that 
citizens want stiff bills such as man- 
datory jail terms for those con- 
victed of drunk driving. They want 
a bill that would provide for a man- 
datory one-year jail term and loss 
of driver’s license for two years for 
drunk drivers convicted of causing 
a fatal accident 

One such advocate of stiff penal- 
ties is Rep Dan DeGrow. (R-Port 
Huron), who is the legislation’s 
chief advocate. 

“I’ve seen far too many people 
harmed by drunk drivers, and my 
aim is to get these people off the 
streets.”

Tax savings 
on new cars 
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Michiganians who purchased new cars last 
year may be able to claim $1,380 in 1981 federal 
income tax deductions, more than double the 
total just four years ago, according to the Auto- 
mobile Club of Michigan. 

The $1,380 deduction is for a person who 
bought a new car for $9,000 at the beginning of 
last year and financed $7,000 of the purchase 
price for 48 months at a 16 percent annual in- 
terest rate. 

‘ 'The tax savings includes a $360 deduction for 
Michigan’s 4 percent sales tax and a $1,020 de- 
duction for the first year’s interest," stated Stan 
O’Connor, Auto Club’s Tax manager. 

The family automobile provided an approxi- 
mate $542 deduction on federal income tax 
forms in 1977 when sticker prices and interest 
rates were significantly lower. 

Sales tax and loan interest are among the de- 
ductions for taxpayers who use their cars for 
business or pleasure and itemize on their re- 
turns. 

Taxpayers who itemize, or use the “long 
form," may deduct 9 cents per mile for medical 
or charitable travel and certain moving ex- 
penses. Casualty or theft losses not covered by 
insurance are allowable, though the first $100 
must be subtracted. 

Taxpayers who operate a vehicle for business 
also may deduct actual expenses for : 

•Insurance premiums, license and title fees 
and Auto Club dues. 

•Gas, oil, lubrication, washing, parking tolls 
and repair costs. 

•Depreciation , using the Accelerated Cost Re- 
covery System (ACRS) to compute the depre- 
ciation portion for autos placed in service during 
1981. 

•Monthly car lease payments, including addi- 
tional operating costs. (Rental costs are in lieu 
of depreciation.) 

Instead of itemizing actual expenses, tax- 
payers may use the standard mileage allowance 
of 20 cents per mile for the first 15,000 miles 
driven and 11 cents per mile thereafter, plus 
parking fees and tolls. 

Auto Club reminds taxpayers that regardless 
of which method is chosen, recordkeeping is 
essential.

A Westland fire rescue team ex- 
amined Steel’s injured leg before 
splinting it and transporting him to 
Wayne County General Hospital.

Mahalak named to landfill panel 
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Complain to Tax Board of Review 


Do you feel your property has been overassessed? 


Do you feel your property has 
been overassessed , therefore creat- 
ing a definite tax burden? 

If so, now is the time to bring that 
problem to the attention of the city’s 
three-member Tax Board of Re- 
view. 

The board meets yearly to consid- 
er citizen requests for tax relief, 
based on a variety of situations 
ranging from over assessment to 
severe structural damage and re- 
duced market value. 

The board will meet several 
times during the month of March to 
listen to citizen requests and study 
their documentation to determine 
who actually is in line for assess- 
ment rollbacks. 

Meeting dates and times vary in 
city and townships in the area but 
residents can request an appoint- 
ment by telephoning their respec- 
tive township or city officials. 

There are six criteria residents 
can use in determining if they are in 
line for a reduction in their tax 
assessment : 

(1) Your house was purchased re- 
cently through a realtor on the open 
market (not a forced sale or one in- 
volving relatives) and cost signifi- 
cantly less than the assessed mar- 
ket value, which is two times the 


State Equalized Valuation (SEV) 

(2) A house in your neighborhood, 
similar in size, style and age. re- 
cently sold on the open market for 
significantly less than your asses- 
sed valuation. 

(3) You can present documents 
from a certified appraiser stating 
that a recent appraisal valued your 
house lower than the city appraisal 

(4) Your house is currently on the 
market with a realtor at a price low- 
er than the city assessment, or has 
consistently received written offers 
below the city assessment. 

(5) The city assessment, accord- 
ing to appraisal record card, cre- 
dits you with items not in your house 
(like an extra fireplace or bath, 
ceramic tile in bath, brick facing, 
finished basement, air con- 
ditioning). 

(6) Your house has suffered se- 
vere structural damage (settle- 
ment causing severe cracking, wa- 
ter damage so extensive as to 
undermine the foundation, fire 
damage) so that you can request an 
inspection for reduction in relation 
to the damage and reduced market 
value.

She managed to find 14 relatives

Nancy Hamel has found her 
family. 

After 27 years of curiosity, 
loneliness and pain. Nancy 
Hamel has found the people who 
love her — and the emptiness 
that dominated her life is filled 
with the affection of more than 
150 relatives eager to show her 
and each other the meaning of 
real family affection. 

She fought red tape, 
bureaucracy, time and distance 
to find the 15 brothers and sisters 
she had heard existed some- 
where — and the only one unsur- 
prised at her accomplishment is 
Nancy, herself. 

As an infant, Mrs. Hamel was 
placed in Detroit Baptist Chil- 
dren's Home. She was adopted 
by a local family when she was 
4-years old and told that she was 


from a large family ot children 
all placed for adoption upon the 
death of their father. She also 
knew that a set of triplet sisters 
existed — but that was the only 
information she had 

“My own daughter turned 3, 
and I just looked at her and was 
filled with so much love. I 
thought, ‘How could anybody 
give up a child like that ? My God , 
she's so beautiful.’ 

“I just couldn’t believe any- 
body could willingly give up their 
own baby when I loved mine so 
much,” Mrs. Hamel recalled. 

That emotional reaction 
prompted an equal action and 
Mrs. Hamel determined that she 
would find the family she’d al- 
ways wanted.

was so curious. 

“I had two adopted brothers 
but knowing that I came from so 
many, I really just wanted to find 
them I wasn’t close to my 
adopted brothers and somehow, 
I just always felt empty, not 
close to them at all,’’ she ex- 
plained. 

Mrs Hamel, a resident of 
North Carolina, sent for official 
forms for information from 
Wayne County and instituted her 
search. She began in March of 
1981, and finally, after con- 
tinuous long-distance phone 
calls, she began to get some in- 
formation during August. She 
discovered that 10 children had 
been placed with the agency at 
the same time, their ages, the 
reason for the adoption, the 
education and religion of her pa- 
rents and the ages now of her 
brothers and sisters. 

She tried incessantly to obtain 
more information, especially the 
time and cause of her natural 
father’s death — concluding that 


from obituary information she 
might find his brothers or sis- 
ters. She finally, after repeated 
type-written requests, convinced 
the county to reveal her father s 
time of death and then her search 
began in earnest. 

She ordered microfilm records 
from the Detroit Public Library 
searching for his obituary, to no 
avail. In desperation, she re- 
sorted to some gentle subterfuge 
to discover the birth dates of her 
brothers and sisters. 

“I mainly wanted to discover 
the birth date of the triplets, be- 
cause information on them 
would be the easiest to find — 
there aren’t too many triplets," 
she said. 

Once again she went through 
microfilm records but could find 
no record of such a multiple 
birth. She then suspected that 
perhaps she was searching in the 
wrong state. She knew her father 
had died in Illinois, ind in sear- 
ching records from the Spring-

Those vitamins - myth or reality

Vitamins: Myth or reality. I have 
always wanted to start out an arti- 
cle with a sentence that contained 
both a colon and the phrase “myth 
or reality”. Now that I have accom- 
plished this my aspirations for 1982 
have nearly been completed. 

A myth is generally regarded as a 
body of knowledge or ideas which is 
held by a certain group or groups of 
people, but which is not supported 
by hard, scientific evidence. 

In this regard, the idea that vita- 
mins are necessary adjuncts to the 
normal , everyday diet could be con- 
sidered to be one of the greatest 
myths which has ever been perpe- 
trated on the American public by 
Madison Avenue. 

As a matter of fact , the “vitamin ’ ’ 
myth is only one of several myths 
that we as Americans hold dear to 
our hearts. 


The myth regarding the superior- 
ity of one race over another in terms 
of either intellectual powers or 
physical endurance and prowess; 
the myth that certain nationalities 
enjoy privileged position with re- 
gard to other nationalities; and the 
myth that chicken soup is a panacea 
for virtually every illness known to 
man are just a few more myths that 
we not uncommonly hold without 
recognizing that there is no scien- 
tific basis for holding these beliefs. 

The myth that vitamins are use- 
ful adjuncts to an already adequate 
diet stems from the fact that vita- 
mins have been shown to enter into 
certain chemical reactions which 
render the foodstuffs which we ing- 
est daily to be incorporated into 
body tissue properly. 

The assumption that the “vita- 
min” myth makes, however, is that 
we do not take in adequate amounts 
of vitamins in our everyday diet to 
accomplish this end. This is abso- 
lutely not the case. A diet contain- 
ing standard amounts of carbohy- 
drate, fat, and protein contains all 
of the essential fat soluble and wa- 
ter soluble vitamins needed to con- 
vert this food to body machinery. 

The addition of more vitamins to 
an already adequate diet is nothing 
more than gilding the lily. 

In fact, in this situation the vita- 


min is analogous to a wedding or 
engagement ring — that is; it is 
symbolic only .and the real “busi- 
ness end” of the relationship lies in 
an understanding between the par- 
ticipants. In the case of the added 
vitamin this only results in the 
body’s elimination of all excess 
vitamins. 

In addition, there are vitamins, 
namely vitamins A and D, which 
are known to be quite toxic in 
amounts which exceed the recom- 
mended minimum daily adult re- 
quirement. Ingestion of as little as 
one pound of polar bear liver, 
known to be high in vitamin A, has 
resulted in death. (I threw that in 
just to educate that segment of my 
readers that constantly write to me 


about the best place to buy large 
amounts of polar bear liver.) 

The bottom line is this : if you are 
attempting to supplement an in- 
adequate diet by the use of vita- 
mins, you are wasting your money 
because the vitamins in this case 
are acting similar to a minister who 
is performing a wedding when both 
participants to the wedding are ab- 
sent. 

If, on the other hand, you are sup- 
plementing an already adequate 
diet with the use of vitamins, you 
perform an action which is analo- 
gous to the minister performing a 
wedding ceremony on two people 
who are already married. 

Hope I have made myself perfect- 
ly clear. Eat hearty.

One 9-inch unbaked pie shell 

3 eggs, beaten 

1 tablespoon butter 

Vz cup thinly sliced onion 

Vz cup sliced fresh mushrooms 

1 V z cups (6 oz.) shredded Swiss cheese 

2 tablespoons flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 Vz cups light cream OR half and half. 

Preheat oven to 450 F Brush inside of pie shell with a small amount 
of the beaten eggs. Prick bottom and sides with a fork Bake until 
light golden brown , about 5 minutes. Set aside to cool white preparing 
filling Reduce oven temperature to 375 C F Saute onion and 
mushrooms in butter until tender, about 5 minutes Cool; drain. 
Combine sauteed vegetables. Swiss cheese, flour and salt Spread in 
pie shell . Combine beaten eggs and light cream Pour over the cheese 
mixture. Bake until knife inserted near center comes out clean, about 
35 minutes. Let stnad 10 minutes before serving for easy slicing 
Serves 6

Few will disagree that punishments for most crimes in Europe 
are stricter than similar offenses in the United States. We like to 
think of ourselves as a civilized society ; a society with compas- 
sion and understanding for the wrongdoer as well as the 
wronged. 

We do not like to see humans wasting away in jail, preferring 
to believe that there is, in all of us, some innate good. That 
humans differ from other animals in that we have the ability to 
reason and one of the requirements for belonging to the human 
race is the ability to reason. 

Unfortunately, somewhere in the grand design of life, some 
where down the long line of evolution, somewhere between the 
molecule and the flesh, there sometimes is a cell that comes out 
blank. Even evil. 

Most sociologists won’t agree - they believe that given the 
proper environment, kids and adults will somehow repair their 
past and join the rest of us. 

That may be so. 

But we have to wonder. We listen to groups like MADD — 
Mothers against Drunk drivers — and nod our head in agree- 
ment with what they have to say. Drivers who kill while under 
the influence of alcoholic beverages should not be allowed be- 
hind a wheel. But there they are, often to kill again.

Still, we can’t resist offering ours: 

Though we are no friend of Fidel Castro’s, maybe we should 
follow his unique plan to rid his country of the disenchanted, the 
rabble rousers by deporting them to some foreign soil. Maybe we 
could arrange for him to take an equal number of our disen- 
chanted, our criminals in exchange for our kindness. 

A year in a Cuban jail — we will bet — will cure a lot of our 
criminals.

In Westland, the mayor and the 
city council are at odds.

(where the sludge is created) roll out 
the welcome mat? 

And if, as we always thought, taxes 
are based csev (state equalized eva- 
luation of property ) , and if the sludge • 
plant has not been assessed, then 
where do these seemingly impress- 
ive figures come from? 

Sludge. 

And in Van Buren Township, the 
trustees, heavy-hearted and weary 
over recent controversy, continue to 
seek a “compromise candidate” to 
fill a vacancy created by trustee 
Fred Domen’s resignation. 

They have 45 days to do it in — and 
time is running out. 

Time capsule — here is my sugges- 
tion to those people. Let the governor 
step in and set a special election; let 
the voices of the people be heard; 
their voices will reveal a lot. The cost 
of the election will be well worth the 
time and effort. 

And in the midst of all the con- 
troversy and turmoil, the city of 
Wayne remains calm and almost 
bucolic in comparison. "It’s great,” 
my colleague says, “to live in 
Wayne.”

There were lots of letters the 
• other day. The mailman had slip- 
«! ped and slid to our mailbox and I 
* had slipped and slid out to meet 
; him. It was worth it. For tucked 
j away with the bills and the 
advertising was a letter from my 
5 cousin in Idaho. 

In that letter was enclosed a 
j postcard birth announcement. 

“I found this in Mother’s 
things,” she wrote. ‘‘And I 
thought it was darling.” 

The postcard had on its front 
| the head and long bill of a stork, 
and hanging from the bill was a 
grinning baby holding a placard 
reading ‘Women’s vote.’ 

In huge letters across the face 
of the postcard were the words, 
“Born, One Suffragette.” And 
the date was May 4. 1918. The 
baby was 8 lbs.; a blue-eyed 
I female, named Joyce. 

“They had you dubbed right, 
right from the beginning,” my 
husband said. 

“What does suffragette mean, 
‘ Grandma?” my granddaughter 
\ asked. 

“It means what has ruined the

world,” her grandfather said, 
and if I had thought he really 
meant it I would have hit him 
with something, but I knew he 
meant it the same way he means 
it when he says a driver in front 
of him is dumb. I ask him how he 
knows he is dumb and he tells me 
it is the way his head is sitting on 
his shoulders. 

My husband has lots of funny 
little sayings, like when I turn 
left on a right turn only, he will 
say, “That’s why women never 
flew B-24’s.” 

“Why would that word ruin the 
world?” my granddaughter per- 
sisted, plainly puzzled. 

“Suffragette meant to let the 
woman vote,” I told her, but I 
was interrupted by her grand- 
father who said I shouldn’t put 
ideas into the little kids head tha 
might make her unattractive to 
the male. 

Naturally this got his daughter 
jumping into the discussion and 
after it got going real good my 
husband jumped behind his 
newspaper and grinned. 


“All I can say,” he said to his 
daughter, “is that your mother 
thinks she is mother to the world . 
She is also the world’s greatest 
public defender. PD is what I call 
her, and the only time she looks 
short is when she isn’t standing 
on her soap box, which isn’t 
often.” 

“Dad,” my daughter wailed. 

“All I’m saying is that her pa- 
rents knew something no one else 
knew when they picked out that 
birth announcement for her.”

Someone in the group said, “I 
think it would be better not to 
stockpile it at all ; to die with the 


rest of them, rather than to have 
to decide who gets it and who 
doesn’t.” 

Someone else said: “When, 
and if the time came, you 
wouldn’t have to do the deciding 
— they would decide for you. 
They would just steal it. People 
would turn into animals if such a 
thing ever happened.” 

Another one said: “I’m not 
ashamed to say that if my kids 
were starving and I knew where 
there was food, I wouldn’t be 
above stealing it. My kids would 
come first, over anything else.” 

We sat for a while, thinking ab- 
out what life would be like in the 
event of a cataclysmic nuclear or 
natural disaster. Not a one of us, 
it turned out, thought seriously 
that we would be the ones 
starving ... we were always the 
ones with the food or shelter, 
having to decide how much or 
how little to give away. 

“Why are we even worrying 
about it,” someone said. “We re 
so close to Detroit that we ll all 
be dead seconds after it hits, 
anyway.” (No more natural dis- 
aster. notice— now it got down to 
the nitty-gritty — nuclear holo- 
caust.) 

“But what if we could get 
away ? What if we happened to be 
somewhere else when it hit. In

Then someone said. Have any 
of you ever thought that there are 
thousands of people, right here in 
this country, who have to strug- 
gle every day of their lives to find 
enough food and a place to sleep?

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Wayne teacher eyes Academy Award

For three years students at 
Wayne Memorial High School had 
heard Linda Chapman talk about 
her film project. Now they know 
why their teacher was so enthused 
by what was transpiring. 

“See What I Say,” a 24-minute 
study of life for the deaf produced 
by Chapman and two friends, is 
among five nominees for an 
Academy Award in the short 
documentary category. Filmed on 
a $24,000 budget, their work has 
captured several prestigious 
awards already, including a blue 
ribbon at*the 1981 American Film 
Festival. 



‘The central idea of the film is 
that deaf people have a right to ac- 
cess and ideas,” Chapman ex- 
plained over a cup of coffee recent- 
ly. ‘Being deaf is an invisible hand- 
icap so we don’t tend to make things 
accessible to them. 

“In the film we promote sign lan- 
guage as a way two cultures can be 
brought together. What many don’t 
realize is that there are 14 million 
deaf people in America and sign 
language is the third most used lan- 
guage after English and Spanish.” 

It was at a Holly Near concert 
that Chapman, along with co- 
producers Pam LeBlanc and Fred- 
di Stevens, were “moved to tears” 
by Susan Freundlich's translation 
of the folksinger’s lyrics for the

deaf. Watching Freundlich, an 
American Sign Language interpre- 
ter, incorporate mime and dance 
into her interpretation inspired the 
three filmmakers into action. 

“We were amazed to see that sign 
language was such a physical lan- 
guage, not some guy in a box in the 
corner of the screen,” recalled 
Chapman. “Later all of us took sign 
language lessons and found out that 
it had its own grammar, its own 
syntax , not pidgin English.” 

That message forms the basis of 
the film, shot at a Holly Near con- 
cert in Boston and at four locations 
in the Boston home of production 
manager Lynne Conroy. 

Concert scenes are spliced with 
the stories of four women who ex- 
perienced the isolation of the deaf. 
One woman remembers that when 
she grew up, “sign language was 
forbidden. Even if I waved hi’ I 
would get hit.” 

At the close of the film, Holly, the 
American Sign Language interpre- 
ter and the audience sing a ballad 
about women supporting one 
another. A shared communication 
between hearing and deaf cultures 
is emotionally portrayed through- 
out the work, shot with a 21-woman 
crew. 

“Speaking and lip reading are en- 
couraged more than sign lan- 
guage,” Chapman pointed out.

* ‘One of the things our film does is to 
advocate total communication be- 
cause some can never master cohe- 
sive speech. 

“One stereotype is that those who 
don’t speak have inferior thinking 
capabilities. Intelligence is equated 
with speech. Yet the deaf women in 
the film are very bright — their in- 
telligence shows through. 

“I’m very satisfied with the film. 
It shows how access can be accom- 
plished.” 

Obviously “See What I Say” rep- 
resents a major achievement for 
three teachers producing their first 


major film. Chapman has taught 
filmmaking and media productions 
at Wayne Memorial for 13 years 
while LeBlanc is a film instructor at 
Woodhaven High School. Stevens 
does her teaching in Wisconsin. 

On March 29 the trio plans to be in 
California for the Academy Awards 
ceremony. Not bad company for 
three filmmakers who sold light 
bulbs to help finance their 
documentary. 

“The film could have been made 
in a matter of months instead of 
years except for financing,” 
Chapman declared. “Our friends

Although it may have made a dif- 
ference in the point spread. Ply- 
mouth Salem suffered a tourna- 
ment-shattering setback before the 
Class A Regional Championships 
held over the weekend at Ann Arbor 
Huron. 

Coach Ron Krueger’s 
heavyweight, Scotty Piper, was 
ruled ineligible after qualifying in 
the districts at Bedford.

time for the championship round. 

With Piper. Salem may have 
challenged regional champ, Bed- 
ford. for the title. Area wrestling 
fans believed that Piper was the 
“heavyweight to beat” at the re- 
gional and at the state. 

Bedford added the regional 
crown to its long list of accomplish- 
ments after amassing 98V6 points.
